The quarantine went into effect at 
midnight ami t arrie* the tam e provis 
ions as against the two other states. 
Following his conference with Dr 
Dixon, Director Kruseu sent a request 
to the departm ent of public safety 
asking that tin 
judice on tile rl\ei 
front be instructed to reudei such as 
aiestance as is necessary to the state 
h e a lth oft!«ers who w ill enforce tilt 
quarantine at the ferries. 
One thousand deputies are on guard 
on the state border and no child undei 
sixteen who had infantile paralysis ut 
has been in contact with in it any 
form will be allowed to enter this state 
Other children under sixteen will bt 
allowed to enter only when provided 
with proper certificates, aud they will 
then he under observations for tw*. 
w eeks. 
A score of inspectors will watch tilt 
ferries on both sides of the river here 
The? will be on duty day and night 
and will examine every child using the 
ferries. 
Those who do not meet tin 
requirements of the quarantine will bs 
turned back. 
Fully as many more men will be sta 
(toned in the railroad stations here 
Other deputies will board the train* 
before they cross the state line, aud 
make an Inspection of the passengers. 
This procedure will take place at 
every point of entry into this state 
Perries, bridges, railroads and road* 
for vehicles will ail be closely guard 
•d. 
Any person who evades the quar 
antiae and enters the state without 
the proper health certificate will, lf de 
footed later, be placed under a quar 
amine extending for possibly eight 
weeks and prosecuted. 
The railroads have promised theti 
co-operation as tar as possible In th* 
sale of tic kets. They will comply with 
the request of the state commissionei 
of health requiring the showing of a 
health certificate by every child under 
sixteen before selling it a ticket tntc.

Inspectors will be station 
od In every railroad centre in New 
Jersey and New York to warn pros 
pectlve passengers with children ae 
to the requirements oi the quarantine 
law.
